Librarian’s Report 


The fifth report of library and community work is pre- 
sented for the consideration of those who are interested. 


During the year motion pictures have been shown on 
several evenings. In February an audience saw pictures 
of the dedication exercises at Scytheville Park, shown by 
Mr. and Mrs. Herbert D. Swift, who brought reels por- 
traying the story of Longfellow’s poem, “The Bell of 
Atri,” also films taken in Canada and Florida. Through 
the kindness of Arthur L. Smythe of Franklin the Yale 
University historical movie, “The Eve of the Revolution,” 
was shown in April. On one of the anniversary nights of 
the New London pageant, August 2nd, stereopticon and 
moving pictures of pageant scenes were enjoyed, as well 
as reels made by Mr. Swift at Town Meeting, on Mem- 
orial Day, and at the Colby Reunion. 


In March a St. Patrick’s Party provided pleasure for 
the good number in attendance; program and games were 
arranged by the Grange, represented by a committee 
with Mrs. Herbert Hayes in charge, and refreshments 
were served by the librarians. The Christmas holiday 
season was observed by decorations within and without 
Tracy Memorial Building, the customary lighted com- 
munity tree, carol singing, and an evening program fol- 
lowed by the singing of carols in different parts of the 
town. Mrs. Macomber and Mrs. Cutting, trustees, served 
hot refreshments to the singers before they started out. 
Plans for the observance of Open House on New Year’s 
Day were cancelled this year. 


Two art talks by Miss Dorothy Holmes were well 
given and illustrated with carefully chosen slides from the 
Boston Museum of Fine Arts. In September Miss Helen 
M. Church of Dover spoke in behalf of the New Hamp- 
shire Branch of the League of Nations.

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The chief art exhibit of the year has been the work of 
Miss Genevieve Cowles, who has wonderfully portrayed 
the land of Palestine through her water colors. Miss 
Cowles ‘has a reputation as a mural decorater, also as a 
book and magazine illustrator. Other exhibitions ar- 
ranged have included Humane Education posters, work 
of Art Department at Colby School and Junior College, 
hand-made quilts, foreign railway posters, white soap 
sculpture, International Hope Chest, Oberammergau 
Passion Play scenes, and T'raphagen School of Fashion 
designs. 


The reading room is now supplied with additional 
newspapers and magazines. ‘Three daily papers, three 
weekly papers, a Saturday edition, and two Sunday edi- 
tions are received regularly. Magazines added to the 
list the past year are the Bookman, Canadian Magazine, 
Forum, Proceedings of National Conference of Social 
Work, the Etude, Pictorial Review, Scientific American, 
Small.Home, Fortune, and Play Mate. 

Work with the children is varied, including games, 
posters, story hours, postage stamp exchange, soap cary- 
ing, and reading contest. In connection with the soap 
carving project pee entries were sent to the Annual Ex- 
hibition in New York City, which numbered over 5,000 
pieces. Only eleven of this number came from New 
Hampshire. A small exhibit of the soap carving done in 
the Children’s Room was displayed in the local post 
office window. ‘The reading contest was the most popu- 
lar one yet attempted. It was conducted as a Book Tour, 
with passports issued. to each traveler or reader. Of the 
forty-eight boys and girls who decided to take the tour, 
thirty-five completed it, which meant the reading of six 
books, these to be about four different countries at least. 
Papers were written on the subjects, “My favorite pass- 
port country,” and “The country I liked best.’”’ Prizes of 
new travel stories not already in the library were awarded 
to Harold Welch and Mildred King, winners in the two 
groups. ‘Twenty-seven read more than the required num- 
ber of books, thus receiving honorable mention. Nearly 
every Friday morning pupils in the Colby Hill School 
are at the library to listen to the Music Appreciation 
Hour, conducted by Walter Damrosch over the radio 
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for school children all over the country. Good Book 
Week saw a collection of new books for all ages grouped 
in the post office window. One evening during the week 
everyone was invited to the library to hear Daniel K. 
3arry of Newport, who gave an interesting talk on 
“High Lights of America,’ accompanied by numerous 
beautifully colored slides of unusual views in the National 
Parks of our country. The Cadet Band of Warner con- 
tributed several well-played and welcome selections to 
the program. 


As usual, organizations and committees meet more or 
less regularly in the building; chief of those making use 
of this privilege are: the Woman’s Club, Hospital Aid, 
New London Civic Association, choir group, ’cello and 
violin classes, 4-H Club, American Legion, Bridge Club, 
Garden Club, Selectmen, Farm Bureau Extension group, 
and King’s Daughters. October 2nd a Child Health Con- 
ference was conducted in the building, under the auspices 
of the N. H. State Board of Health; several doctors and 
nurses were in attendance, and were assisted by members 
of the local Woman’s Club. 


Choral work under the direction of Alfred F. Plump- 
ton has been continued regularly. An Easter cantata was 
prepared, and a May concert concluded the third season 
of the society. ‘This fall and winter the vocal work is of 
a slightly different nature, and a group of twenty-five or 
more persons meets weekly to perfect choir music for 
services of the church. Mr. Plumpton continues to train 
the voices of the singers, and is now working with a 
group of male voices. Several boys and girls of the 
seventh and eighth grades are availing themselves of the 
privilege of class work with ’cello and violin, taught by 
Mr. Plumpton, and trumpet, with Gilbert N. Wiggins as 
teacher. Last spring several members of the choral so- 
ciety attended the Concord meeting of the Federation of 
Music Clubs, when Mrs. Helen R. Colburn contributed a 
Grieg composition to the program of the day. 

Improvements about the building and grounds during 
the year have consisted of the extension of the service 
drive to the farther basement entrance, the removal of 
the circular iron stairs in the stack room and the installa- 
tion of a much better type of stairway, the covering of 
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the upper stack room floor with linoleum, the addition of 
two sections of shelving and a magazine sorting table, 
also two new lights, making the upper stack much more 
usable for library purposes. <A_ series of low book 
shelves near the drinking fountain in the reading room is 
much appreciated by librarians and readers. 

The garden was a pleasant spot for several months of 
the year, and drew many visitors. Small tables and gar- 
den chairs added to the attractiveness of the grounds. At 
a meeting of the Woman’s Club in May the hostesses 
served refreshments out-of-doors. The Garden Club held 
a mid-stmmer meeting and entertained guests in the 
library garden. 

A legacy has been received from the estate\of Ann 
Mary Jelly, late of Brookline, Mass. The money, amount- 
ing to $111.20, was left for the general purposes of the 
library, and has been placed at interest by the trustees. 
Mrs. Jelly was a former summer resident in town. 

Mrs. Tracy ‘has remembered the library in her usual 
generous manner, and the year has brought us volumes 
completing the set of the Pageant of America, the 
Coolidge autobiography, the beautiful Peter Pan edition 
of Sir James Barrie’s works, the Authors Digest com- 
prising twenty volumes and index, book on birds, books 
of fiction, a N. H. Historical Society volume, and her own 
welcome book “See China with me.” An unusual photo- 
graph of snow flakes, a hand tally, a late model Strom- 
berg-Carlson radio, also the tables and chairs for the 
garden give further evidence of Mrs. Tracy’s genuine 
interest in the educational and pleasure-giving features 
of the work at Tracy Memorial. 


Albert Arnold of Boston thas made an extraordinary 
gift in the presentation of fifty precious and semi-precious 
stones from his own fine private collection. 


Mr. and Mrs. Francisco J. Manrique again remembered 
the readers of the town, loaning from their own shelves 
for the winter months a variety of over sixty recent 
books. Chinese wood carvings, Chinese lacquer tables, 
and a collection of foreign rugs and prints, etc., were also 
loaned. 

Mrs. Horace I. Brown of Kingston, Mass., has pre- 
sented a complete set of the works of Edgar Allan Poe, 
in memory of her son Reginald Langdon Brown. 
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Rev. Archibald Black of Montclair, N. J., has sent 
twelve books for the Children’s Room and for adult 
readers. 


A unique gift received last month was an auto- 
graphed copy of EKdwin Markham’s poem, “Lincoln, the 
man of the people,” secured and presented by Miss Mary 
F. Davis, of Franklin, N. H. 

Mrs. Antoine de B. Lovett loaned to the library two 
oil paintings and a Russian icon. 

Mr. and Mrs. W. W. Davies have made a generous 
gift, presenting nine cases of books including fiction, his- 
tory, letters, biography, essays, poetry and plays, many 
of which are new titles to the New London library. 

A gift of considerable local significance is the hand 
stereopticon view sent by Nathaniel N. Jones of New- 
buryport, Mass., showing New London as seen from the 
tower of the Academy building later destroyed by fire. 

In’April the hbrary was represented at the Neighbor- 
hood Library Meeting in Belmont. | 

Thirty-four deposit boxes have been rented, also 
storage space in the vault. 

Thirty-nine books have been ordered for individuals 
during 1930: 

Post cards of the different rooms in the building, also 
several garden scenes were much in demand throughout 
the summer. 

The exchange of books for Elkins borrowers, in charge 
of Mrs. Allie J. Sargent, has continued as heretofore. It 
is with regret that we remember the passing of Mrs. 
George Thurston who had faithfully attended to the loan 
of the books in Elkins for many years. Fortunately we 
are able to continue the sending of library books to the 
Thurston store, where borrowers are accustomed to find 
their books. For several months of the year books have 
been sent ‘to Oftetville pwhere there! are ‘a numberof 
readers. ‘These books have been exchanged through the 
kindness of Elmer’ Adams, and Mr. and Mrs. Merton 
Rollins, while the kindness of Arthur J. Gould and Allen 
©. Crane makes possible the regular weekly exchange 
of Elkins books. 

Library service has been available throughout the year, 
except upon major holidays and evenings during July and 
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August. The staff of the library and building have re- 
mained the same as for the past three years, and Mrs. 
Allie J. Sargent and Miss Julia EF. Todd have been em- 
ployed as part time assistants from time to time. Miss 
Alice Todd was vacation assistant during August and 
part of September. Thomas Rodman acted as janitor 
during the vacation absence of Melville H. Robbins. 


Tracy Memorial Building is widely known and well 
remembered by interested persons.

Of total 
circulation 2,653 were non-fiction, an increase of 7/08 
volumes in that particular class. It is well to bear in 
mind that these figures carry no record of a large number 
of books and magazines handled in the continuous 
reference work done at the library for the town schools 
and. Colby School for Girls.

REPORT OF BOARD OF FIRE ENGINEERS 


The Board of Engineers report a very satisfactory 
year’s work with the New London Fire Company. 

The Company has responded to eight calls from New 
London and five from adjoining towns. In only one 
case was the fire serious, and there the lack of water 
prevented effective work. In every case the response 
has. been quick and effective and has left a feeling of 
protection among residents of the community. 

In accordance with a vote passed at the last annual 
meeting, the Board of Selectmen and the Engineers have 
erected a very satisfactory fire house for the housing of 
equipment and a meeting place of the Fire Company. 
The financial report of this Building Committee appears 
in the Selectmen’s Report. This building, we think, will 
encourage a better feeling between the Company and 
Community as well as afford convenient housing facili- 
ties for the equipment. | 

The equipment is in good condition but we think an 
appropriation should be made each year for replacements. 
Early in the year the Selectmen and Engineers arranged 
for 500 feet of new hose. Several lengths of the old hose 
have become unfit for use so that we have about 1300 
feet available for use now. We think this should be in- 
creased to at least 1500 feet as soon as possible.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the School Board and Citizens of New London: 


The citizens of New London are fortunate in having a 
particularly good school system. In a reading test which 
Was given earlier this fall, New London was the only 
school in the union which was consistently near the top. 
Not being satisfied with that, your teachers immediately 
began to inquire into methods which would put the stand- 
ard even higher. 


This is the only test which has yet been given through- 
out the union, but I plan to give others, and I hope to-be 
able to report as favorably about them. 


In addition to the “three R” subjects, much is being 
done in other lines. Your school nurse has examined all 
pupils as to ears, eyes, throat, teeth, etc., although a 
complete physical examination is not yet a part of your 
program. Plans are under way for a dental clinic. A new 
course of study in health is being introduced. 


Probably in connection with health should be men- 
tioned two improvements made this year by your Board. 
The new fence around the school yard will no doubt 
save some child from being injured by running into 
traffic. The rebuilding of the toilets has improved the 
sanitary conditions within the building. 


Through the courtesy of the Tracy Memorial Library, 
our pupils are enabled to listen to the Damrosch Con- 
certs over the radio Friday mornings. ‘These concerts 
are carefully planned, and a course of study for music 
appreciation is used in connection with them. 

We have commenced training for a band, under ade- 
quate teaching conditions. 

Your pupils are securing good civic training, having 
participated in a number of outside town activities. 

At Elkins, citizens have contributed and erected very 
valuable and helpful play apparatus. 


No doubt there are many items connected with this 
year’s work which should be reported here, but owing 
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to the fact that I commenced my work with the begin- 
ning of the fall term, I am not in a position to discuss 
them. 

Your Board has held regular monthly meetings, which 
have been instructive and helpful to the Superintendent, 
and I am sure have aided in maintaining the high stand- 
ard of your schools. May I call to your attention the 
loyal and intelligent effort of your teaching force. May 
I also thank the members of your Board for their per- 
sonal support and aid to me.
